‘International 

More wars*have been fought from 
the speaker’s platform than on the 
battlefield. More wars have been 
averted the same way. When news 
first leaked out that Reichschancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler would celebrate 
Nazidom’s-sixth anniversary with a 
speech, every able-tongued states- 
man in Europe hastened to speak 
first, because there was well-found- 
ed evidence that Hitler would an- 
nounce a new program of German 
aggression for 1939. Since France ‘is 
being hounded for territorial conces- 
sions by Germany's ally, Italy, and 
since Great Britain is France’s 
friend, both London hd Paris were 
discouragingly anxious that Hitler 
should speak no evil of them. 

The situation was plain. Britain 
and France were ready to appease 
once more, because after each suc- 
cessive appeasement it becomes

more difficult to resist. Boasted No. 
2 Nazi Herman Wilhelm Goering: 
‘The greater Germany stands erect 
amid the world, firmly knit, a steel 
block of strength and cohesion. Free 
is the country . . . broken are the 
shackles of the reparations system. 
The honor and independence of the 
nation are safeguarded by the party 
and the new German defense pow- 
er.”’ 

These were fighting words, but 
neither France nor Britain was will- 
ing to fight back. Two days before 
Hitler spoke, British Prime Min- 
ister Neville Chamberlain gave his 
speech, indicating that far from be- 
ing stronger, Britain will resist dic- 
tatorships’ only under the most un- 
likely emergencies: ‘‘Peace could 
only be endangered by . . . a de- 
mand to dominate the world by 
force.’’ This means that little by lit- 
tle Mr. Chamberlain is willing to 
concede to Italo-German demands. 
Completely ignored were the Span- 
ish situation and Italian claims 
against France. 

The same day, French Foreign 
Minister Georges Bonnet hastened 
to make his peace with dictators: 
“Regardless of the violence of the 
Italian press campaign (for French 

ine Mediterranean territories) I have 

warm friendship for the Italian peo- 
ple.”"..M. Bonnet practically accept- 
ed Mussolini’s demands when he de- 
clared Italy had been treated badly 
during and after the World war, by

The alternative is to force exports. 

On Italy. ‘War against Italy for 
any reason whatever will see Ger- 
many and Italy side by side,”’ said 
Hitler. This statement is expected 
to bring an immediate resumption 
of Italian claims against France, 
though France and Britain may in- 
terpret it with tongue in .cheek. 
“‘War against Italy’’ means aggres- 
sion against Italy, which is farthest 
from democratic thoughts. Though 
hoping Hitler meant to infer that 
he would not assist in aggression by 
Italy, London and Paris knew this 
was a futile -hope. 

On Other. Demands. Allied rep- 
arations demands against Germany 
after the World war were “unrea- 
sonable and irresponsible.’”’ Hence 
Germany has been forced to make 
more competitive efforts in the 
world market. Hinting at almost 
anything, Der Fuehrer dropped the 
remark that ‘‘forceful redistribu- 
tion”” of the world’s riches was in- 
evitable from time to time. 


On Internal Affairs. The battle to 


overcome the ‘‘extremely grave eco- 
nomic condition’’ has been won with 
a ‘‘terrific’’ fight but must go on. 

From such a speech cnly one con- 
clusion could be: drawn: That the 
Rome-Berlin axis will devote 1939 
to pressing clearly defined demands 
against France ahd Britain, before 
the latter two nations have time to 
bring their armed strength up to 
par. After colonies have been re- 
stored, after Italy has won her 
claims against France, it will be 
time enough for Germany to turn at- 
tention to the project closest to her 
national heart, conquest of Europe’s 
vast Ukraine. 


Aviation 

Production shortcomings of U. S. 
airplane manufacturers have both- 
ered President Roosevelt all winter, 
especially since he discovered Ger- 
many’s aviation industry was prob- 
ably working at a much faster pace. 
To encourage air development as a 
defense precaution, the President’s 
$552,000,000 special arms request in- 
cluded a sizeable budget for army 
and navy planes. But congressional 
appropriations come slowly; the 
White House wanted to give avia- 
tion a more immediate stimulant. 

Brought back from France last 
month by Ambassador William C. 
Bullitt was news that Premier Ed- 
ouard Daladier’s government would 
spend $65,000,000 on American-built 
planes, provided the U. S. gave per- 
mission. Here was the immediate 
stimulant President Roosevelt 
sought, but he kept France’s propo- 
sition a secret. First leak in the 
plans came when a new Douglas 
light diving bomber, scheduled for 
entry in army competition, crashed 
at Los Angeles. Test Pilot Paul 
Cable was killed but congress evi- 
denced far more interest next day 
in the news that an injured passen- 
ger was Capt. Paul Chemidlin, rep- 
resentative of the French air minis- 
try. 

Missouri’s Sen. Bennett Champ 
Clark demanded ail information 
about French plane purchases be 
made public. His complaint: ‘TI am 
interested in ascertaining whether 
the French government is being per- 
mitted to obtain options on latest- 


type planes which have not been 


available to our own army." Barked 
North Dakota’s Sen. Gerald P.. Nye, 
the nation’s No. 1 pacifist: ‘‘The air- 
plane deal with France . . . consti- 
tutes, in my opinion, a military al- 
liance.”

Last year Homer Martin, presi- 
dent of C. I. O.’s United Automobile 
Workers of America, quarreled with 
his vice presidents.

Chile 


Earthquakes usually come when 
sea bottoms sink, forcing up moun- 
tainous areas and jarring the land 
for miles around. Squeezed along 
the rocky west coast of South Amer- 
ica, Chile has often experienced 
such phenomena but never in such 
disastrous fashion as the earthquake 
which recently struck a zone 450 
miles long and 100 miles deep. For 
newly inaugurated President Pedro 
Aguirre Cerdo, reportedly Fascist 


| bent, it presented the worst initia- 


tion under fire ever experienced by 
any Western hemisphere chief exec- 
utive. Total fatalities, which prob- 
ably will never be determined, run 
from 15,000 to 30,000. Injuries run 
into even more thousands. Faced 
with a stupendous reconstruction job 
which will require several years, 
Chile will probably need all outside 
financial assistance available to 
stave off national calamity. 


China 


To establish peaceful sway over 
China, Japan must win the assist- 
ance of at least one influential Chi- 
naman who can serve as chief pup- 
pet. Late last year Japan thought 
she had such a puppet in Wang 
Ching-wei, former Chinese premier 
who broached peace terms but was 
subsequently booted out of the pow- 
erful Kuomintang (nationalist) 
party. 

Like Wang Ching-wei, most Chi- 
nese whom Japan would utilize 
against China break down in the 
final analysis, succumbing either to 
Kuomintang or ,Communist pres- 
sure. But Tokyo has located a new 
would-be puppet in old Marshal Wu 
Pei-fu, North China’s war lord. Soon 
to be offered the job of heading Ja- 
pan’s new central Chinese govern- 
ment, Marshal Wu is by far the 
strongest candidate yet to bite on 
Tokyo’s lure. 

Outdated, sluggish and unpolished, 
Marshal Wu nevertheless has a 
highly respected name. His job: 
To pacify China by. organizing a na- 
tive army with Japanese financial 
assistance. This done, he must de- 
feat combined Communist-Kuomin- 
tang opposition before his job can be 
called a success.

France vs. Italy in Mediterranean 


Rebel Victory in Spain Leaves I] Duce 


Free to Press Demands

As the first month of 1939 
drew to a painful close all 
Europe sat watching bombs 
burst over Spain. Barcelona, 
the Loyalist capital, fell by 
inches before Rebel troops 
who claimed to be Spaniards 
but came largely from Italy 
and Germany. One of the 
closest observers of this holo- 
caust was Edouard Daladier, 
premier of France. 

For M. Daladier knew that 
once Barcelona fell, Italy’s 
hands would be freed from 
their Spanish obligation. Then 
Benito Mussolini would be 
ready to press the program 
of expansion which he hopes 
will make Italy the dominant nation 
of the Mediterranean. 

France would be the chief victim 
of this expansion because French 
and Italian interests clash at sev- 
eral key points in northern Africa. 
Each wishes to rule the Mediter- 
ranean, France because she has 
done so for 20 years, and Italy be- 
cause her Fascist government be- 
lieves this is Italy’s ‘‘destiny.’’ 

What of the Future? 


Moot questions are _ therefore 
pushed to the front as Spain’s civil 
war draws near its inevitable Rebel 
victory. Will the romantic Mediter- 
ranean be Europe’s next battle- 
ground? Will France and Italy come 
to blows over proprietorship of Tuni- 


sia, Corsica, Nice and Savoy? Will 
their conflict over Suez canal pro- 
prietorship and the Addis Ababa- 
Djibouti railroad draw Great Brit- 
ain into the battle? And where will 
Germany stand? 

The background for this crisis-to- 
come dates to 1915. That year, in 
the treaty of London, England and 
France won Italy’s aid against the 
central powers by promising to split 
Germany’s African colonies should 


.the Allies win. Article XIII of that. 


treaty specifically states that 
France and Britain ‘‘agree in prin- 
ciple’ that Italy is entitled to ‘‘some 
equitable compensation” after the 
World war. 

That Italy once had a grievance 
is the opinion of most European ob- 
servers. At Versailles the treaty of 
London was completely overlooked. 
Not until 1924 did Great Britain get 
around to ceding Italy the unimpor- 
tant territory of Jubaland, and that 
under protest. Stubborn France held 
out until 1935 when Premier Pierre 
Laval agreed to give Italy a worth- 
less strip of desert south of Libya, 
another between French Somaliland 
and Italian Eritrea, and the island 
of. Doumeirah. 

Treaty Never Ratified. 

The Mussolini-Laval treaty had 
*tew merits and even less honor. It 
was never ratified and therefore the 
ceded territories have never been 
turned over to Italy. No mention 
was made of it at the time, but now 
Italy claims she withdrew territorial 
claims against France because M. 
Laval agreed to give Rome a free 
hand in the Ethiopian conquest then

Why St. Valentine’s day should at 
once be an occasion for tearful sen- 
timentalism and raucous buffoonery 
is not the mystery it appears at first 
glance.

about to start. If Laval made this 
promise it was never kept; France 
took a vigorous lead in imposing 
sanctions against Italy in its drive 
against Emperor Haile Selassie. 

Since 1936 Italy has been busy 
consolidating: her Mediterranean 
gains and fighting the Spanish civil 
war. If the past two years have 
nurtured imperialistic aims in the 
Fascist breast they went unspoken 
because Mussolini knew he was too 
-weak to fight. 

But last-yeat*s'‘German-Czech cri- 
sis changed that.-- One of its most 
outstanding results was the shift of 
European domination from France 
and Britain to Italy and Germany, 
resulting in a subsequent parade of 
Franco-British “appeasement’’ of- 
fers. Today Mussolini is in a posi- 
tion to dictate the outcome of the 
Spanish war. Moreover he can af- 
ford to stick out his neck on terri- 
torial demands. against France, 
knowing powerful Germany stands 
behind him. 

Dictators Must Drive. 

This is not only Mussolini’s privi- 
lege, but his duty as well. For al- 
most two years the Italians have 
watched enviously while daring 
Adolf Hitler plucked territorial 
plums at the other end of the Rome- 
Berlin axis. Mussolini has always 
given the Reichsfuehrer his moral 
support but in return Italy has re- 
ceived nothing. If Mussolini wishes 
to retain his dictatorship he must 
soon begin asserting himself for new 
colonies. 

Germany ts willing that this 
should happen. It would be advan- 
tageous for Hitler to have world at- 
tention focused on a Mediterranean 
eqnflict during the n few years 
while he proceeds ets to carve 
a Nazi-dominated republic out of the 
vast southeastern Ukraine. Mean- 
while Berlin could conveniently send 
Nazi “volunteers” to aid Italy with- 
out risking official involvement. 
‘Italy’s campaign thus far has 
been very crude. It began last No- 
vember 30, an especially bleak day 


when France was quaking in fear of | 


a complete labor strike and when 
Premier Daladier was clawing tooth 
and nail to stay in power after 
France began feeling the disastrous 
backwash of the Czech crisis. For 
the first, time since 1936 a French 
ambassador was in Rome, Andre 
Francois-Poncet having been shifted 
from-Germany to Italy after Paris 
belatedly recognized Mussolini’s 
Italian conquest. 
‘Tunisia! Nice! Corsica!’ 

M. Francois-Poncet celebrated his 
arrival by attending‘a session of the 
Italian chamber of deputies where 
Foreign Minister Count Galeazzo Ci- 
ano (Mussolini’s son-in-law) was to 
make a speech. Hardly had his ad- 
dress started before two deputies 
jumped to their feet and began yell- 
ing ‘‘Tunisia! TUNISIA!” From the 
galleries came cries, too, not only 
for ‘‘Tunisia!’’ but also for ‘‘Corsi- 
ca! Nice! Savoy!" 

Though he sat quietly through the 
demonstration, M. Francois-Poncet 
lost no time demanding an explana- 
tion. Italian officialdom disowned 
all responsibility but the controlled 
Fascist press picked up the echo 
from the chamber of deputies and 
has been amplifying it ever since 
under direction of Propagandist Vir- 
ginio Gayda. 

There have been daily threats; 
there have been insults, such as

that in the Rome newspaper, I Te- 
vere, which pictured 40,000,000 Ital- 
ians ‘‘spitting’’ on France while ‘‘the 
Third Republic (France) is patient- 
ly wiping her face with newspa- 
pers.’’ There have been well sub- 
stantiated reports of Italian troop 
concentrations on the west frontier 
of French Somaliland. 


The net result has been to defeat 
Italy’s purpose. France, only a few 
months ago torn by strikes and 
ready to oust Premier Daladier, is 
today better united than at any time 
in the past five years. Desperately

proud, the French now dislike to 
discuss the settlement proposals 
Paris first made last summer, be- 
cause such discussions would leave 
the impression that France yielded 
to force.- = 

France May Yield. 

These proposals, incidentally, are 
substantially what many observers 
think Italy is hinting for today in her 
undiplomatic fashion. They include 
Italian participation in administra- 
tion of the Suez canal, Italian con- 
trol of the railroad leading from It- 
aly’s Addis Ababa to France’s Dji- 
bouti on the Red sea, and more 
privileges for Italian residents of 
Tunisia. Savoy, Nice and Corsica, 
though bawled from the chamber of 


deputies, are in little danger of Ital- 
ian attack. 

But if Mussolini presses his ad- 
vantage after Barcelona, and if 
Germany wins not only the Ukraine 
but her African colonies lost during 
the World war, the Mediterranean 
will almost positively be the scene 
of Europe’s next fireworks. Britain 
would be drawn in because she could 
not afford to have her ‘‘lifeline’’ 
broken by Italian capture of Tuni- 
sia. This would enable Mussolini 
to throw a blockade from Tunisia to 
Pantellaria island to Sicily, com- 
pletely controlling traffic from Gi- 
braltar to the Suez canal. 

Such possibilities are admittedly 
more theoretical than practical. But 
within a few weeks the story of 
peace or war on the Mediterranean 
may be told. é

Stratification Process 
Of Maturing Some Seeds 


Seeds of many plants require from 
six months to two years in order 
to germinate. Most of the Alpines, 
primroses, wildflowers, stone fruits 
and trees and shrubs in the wild 
state drop their seeds into the soil 
during the summer or late fall. 
There they lie all winter undergoing 
freezing and thawing, an experience 
that bursts the outer coverings and 
prepares the inmost vital germ to 
Start into life. This process is known 
as stratification, writes Ruth Mosher 
Place in the Detroit News. 

The word is used loosely to de- 
scribe any method of burying seeds 
indoors or out by which they are 
subjected to low temperatures and 
allowed to remain in darkness and 
moisture until they have reached 
the proper stage of maturity. 
Whether the actual freezing of the 
seeds completes this process is not 
definitely known. Freezing seems 
necessary to the the germination of 
many Alpines and for many species 
of woody plants and apparently is a 
part of the process under natural 
conditions. 

According to the old method of 
stratifying seeds, they were buried 
in layers of sawdust. Nursery prac- 
tice consists in planting slow germi- 
nating seeds in boxes of pure sand, 
which are put six inches deep in the 
ground. Sometimes wire cages are 
put around the seeds to prevent 
damage from rodents. Large seeds, 
such as peach stones, are often 
planted directly in the ground. 
Very fine, choice specimens may be 
kept in small flats under cover.

Dr. Nostradamus

name of Michel de Notredame, a 
French astrologer of Jewish origin, 
who was born in 1503. After study- 
ing humanity and philoséphy at 
Avignon, he took his medical degree 
at Montpelier in 1529. He acquired 
great distinction by his labors dur- 
ing outbreaks of the plague. In 1555 
he published a book of rhymed 
prophecies which attracted the at- 
tention of Catherine de Medici and 
in 1558 he published an enlarged edi- 
tion dedicated to the king. The ful- 
fillment of many of his predictions 
increased his influence and Charles 
IX named him physician in ordi-

Winter Hazards 
It has been said that in winter 


as true of children 
as of adults. Ex- 
tremes of tempera- 
ture require ad- 
justments on the 
part of the body, 
and in most parts 
of the country, 
children are called 
upon constantly to 
switch their envi- 
ronment from a 
house which is all 
too frequently over- 
heated to an outdoor temperature 
that may be below freezing. 

While cool, .outdoor air is stim- 
ulating to children in normal 
health, some children withstand 
it much less successfully. This is 
particularly true of those who are 
improperly nourished; who are 
over-fatigued or suffer from poor 
circulation. 

When it is very cold outdoors, it 
is wise to have children come in 
from their play periodically to 
warm up. And if a child appears 


is wise to have a physician check 
up on his health. 


Guard Against Frostbite 

Over-exposure must be avoided, 
particularly in cold, damp weath- 
er. For under these conditions, 
doctors warn, there is always a 
danger of frostbite. They say that 
whenever the temperature falls 
below 8 degrees Fahrenheit, chil- 
dren should not be permitted to 
play outdoors. If they do, the cold 
may act upon the tissues so that 
part of the body is deprived of its 
blood supply. This is most likely 
to occur in the fingers, toes, nose 
or ears which thereupon become 
frozen. The combination of wind 
and low temperature is especially 
dangerous and frostbite frequently 
occurs at temperatures up to 14 
degrees Fahrenheit when there is 
a strong wind. 

Mothers should be on guard 
against frostbite when the tem- 
perature is below 24 degrees Fahr- 
enheit, however, and at all times 
during the winter, see that chil- 
dren are warmfy clad.- This need 
not mean that they are so bundled 
up as to preclude the possibility 
of active play. Suitable clothing 
consists of garments which pro- 
vide warmth = and ~ protection 
against dampness, without “con- 
striction at any point. 

Two layers of wool, such as 
that provided by a woolen sweat- 
er and playsuit are considered. 
preferable to one too-bulky gar- 
ment. Feet and hands should, of 
course, be. well protected:

Quite possibly the child’s diet is 
not meeting his bodily require- 
ments. An undernourished child 
usually tires easily and is dis- 
inclined to exert himself. The 
food may be adequate as to quan- 
tity, but not as to quality. For 
example, a diet that is too highly 
concentrated, contains too little 
bulk or cellulose, may cause a 
tendency to faulty elimination. 
This, in turn, is frequently re- 
sponsible for lassitude. The rem- 
edy is often a simple dietary |. 
change—the addition of a salad to 
the daily diet; or possibly the 
use of stewed dried fruits in addi- 
tion to a fresh fruit or fruit juice 
daily. Of course, the child should 
also have two servings of vegeta- 
bles besides potatoes, one of 
which should be of the green 
leafy variety.

A Primary Election
